upon  precept.”  Without  this  repetition,  the 
truth  cannot  be  inculcated.  It  is  sadly  appar¬ 
ent  to  every  thoughtful  eye,  that  the  instruc¬ 
tions  of  our  Sabbath  schools  lose  greatly  in  their 
efficiency  from  a  want  of  the  renewal  of  these 
impressions  during  the  week  ;  and  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say,  that  if  one  half  day  were  taken 
from  among  the  six  school  days  and  devoted  even 
to  a  review  of  the  lessons  of  the  previous  Sabbath, 
the  value  of  those  instructions  would  be  doubled. 
But  if,  in  addition  to  a  brief  and  substantial, 
(rather  than  formal)  review  of  these,  further  in¬ 
structions  were  given,  new  truths  impressed, 
new  facts  presented,  why  then  we  might  expect 
still  greater  results.  “  Line  upon  line — we 
must  not  forget  the  wisdom  of  the  ancient  time  : 
it  is  wisdom  yet. 

But  thirdly :  Many  children  would  be  reach¬ 
ed  by  these  influences  who  are  now  inaccessible. 
This  point  has  been  already  touched  upon  ;  but 
we  wish  to  give  it  a  distinct  prominence,  such  as 
its  importance  demands.  For,  not  only  would 
the  children  be  of  themselves  inclined  (as  has 
been  said)  to  seek  Christian  instruction,  but  the 
prominence  thus  given  to  religion  before  the 
public,  would  serve  as  a  reminder  to  many  pa¬ 
rents,  who  now,  through  mere  neglect,  are  suffer¬ 
ing  their  children  to  grow  up  untaught  in  the 
principles  and  the  practice  of  the  truth.  Many 
such  parents  would  hear,  and  would  heed  the 
voice  of  public  opinion  speaking  in  this  public 
act.  And  then,  who  can  tell  how  many  fami¬ 
lies  might  through  these  combined  influences,  be 
reclaimed,  and  be  gathered  into  the  hduse  of 
God,  and  into  the  fold  of  Christ.  These  chil¬ 
dren  going  to  the  Sabbath  school  would  be  a 
perpetual  reproof  to  their  thoughtless  and  irre¬ 
ligious  parents;  and  experience  has  already 
proved  that  even  young  children  are  not  without 
influence  in  the  house. 

Fourthly :  This  plan  wordd  be  a  great  bless¬ 
ing  to  the  churches. 

One  great  reason  why  our  revivals  have  so  soon 
found  their  limit,  has  been  that  there  have  been 
so  many  in  our  congregations  who  have  reached 
mature  age,  without  having  received  any  faithful 
religious  instruction.  Such  persons  are  diffi¬ 
cult  to  influence.  But  there  is  always  a  tender 
place  in  a  heart  that  was  probed  when  young. 
Many  dormant  seeds  are  lying  in  the  breasts  of 
those  whose  childhood  was  blessed  with  reli¬ 
gious  teaching — seeds  only  sleeping,  which  heav¬ 
en’s  breath  and  genial  radiance  easily  awakens  to 
a  progressive  and  fruitful  growth.  Let  us  sow 
these  seeds  in  the  hearts  of  all  the  children,  and 
then  shall  we  some  time  see  a  whole  congrega¬ 
tion  worshiping  together,  literally  with  one 
heart  and  one  voice,  and  sitting  down  an  unbrok¬ 
en  company  to  the  table  of  the  Lord.  Educate 
the  children — all  the  children.  That  is  the  way 
in  which  we  must  become  a  Christian  people. 

Fifthly:  The  plan  proposed  woull  promote 
the  intellectual  advancement  of  the  young. 

Industry  and  scholarship  must  go  together; 
and  the  best  root  of  industry  is  found  in  reli¬ 
gious  thoughts  and  purposes.  Strengthen  the 
moral  principle  of  a  school,  vivify  and  enliarbton 
its  religious  sentiment,  in  a  still  greater  propor¬ 
tion  do  you  improve  and  heighten  the  mental 
growth  of  the  pupils.  ITou  would  secure  gentler 
and  nobler  manners,  purer  and  better  habits, 
greater  perseverance,  submission  and  aptitude, 
and  on  the  whole,  a  more  harmonious,  beauteous 
and  efficient  development.  Hence  no  parent 
could  complain  of  loss  of  time  in  the  consecra¬ 
tion  of  one  half  day  in  the  week  to  his  child’s 
higher  nature,  for  that  certainly  is  a  consecra¬ 
tion  of  it  to  the  exaltation  of  his  whole  nature. 

Finally :  In  view  of  this  whole  matter,  we 
are  compelled  to  own  that  the  Romanists  are  in 
the  right  when  they  demand  increased  facilities 
for  religious  instruction ;  and  that  we  Protestant 
Christians  have  been  in  the  wrong,  in  having 
neglected  to  secure  them  long  ago. 

Does  any  one  say  that  the  present  means  are 
sufficient  ?  TYe  point  him  to  this  community  in 
which  we  live — and  we  ask — Is  this  community 
religiously  educated  ?  If  it  is  not — then  the 
existing  instrumentalities  are  not  adequate.  We 
must  have  more  and  better  ;  for  we  must  reach 
the  children.  The  Sabbath  alone  is  not  enough, 
for  even  the  Sabbath  is  assailed  now.  It  cannot 
even  defend  itself.  Railroad  companies  override 
it  with  impunity ;  and  thousands  upon  thou¬ 
sands  in  these  cities  openly  and  disgracefully 
trample  on  it.  In  a  neighboring  town  it  has 
even  been  assailed  with  petition  and  an  open  re¬ 
monstrance  ;  and  no  living  man  can  prophesy 
what  new  audacity  and  success,  coming  immigra¬ 
tions  may  give  to  its  enemies.  AYe  live  in  times 
of  portent.  Great  destinies  are  weaving  their 
web.  It  is  for  us  to  see  that  both  warp  and 
woof  are  of  a  texture  divine  and  imperishable : 
this  for  the  glory  of  God  and  for  the  salvation  of 
the  world.  Let  every  man  do  his  duty.  Above 
all,  let  Christian  men  make  sure  the  Christian 
education  of  the  children.

DESTITUTION  OP  THE  IITH  WARD. 

By  a  paragraph  in  the  Evangelist  recently, 
your  readers  were  informed  of  the  religious  des¬ 
titution  of  the  lower  Wards  of  New-York  city. 
Permit  me  to  add  that  the  Eleventh  Ward  has 
a  population  of  over  50,000,  with  evangelical 
church  accommodations  for  less  than  6,000 — 
leaving  over  40,000  “  in  as  utter  destitution  of 
Christian  instruction  as  the  Hottentots."  A 
Presbyterian  church  is  here  planted  which  now 
numbers  378  communicants,  and  has  a  large 
congregation,  but  its  existence  is  imperiled  by 
a  debt  of  ^9,500.  By  a  special  eS'ort.  four 
thousand  dollars  have  been  pledged  to  the  ex¬ 
tinction  of  this  debt,  payable  when  the  whole 
sum  is  provided  for.  Shall  this  church  be  left 
to  perish,  and  this  AYard  be  abandoned  to  Ro¬ 
manism  and  crime  ?  or  will  those  blessed  with 
abundant  means  contribute  to  save  it  ?  The 
following  certificates  will  show  how  those  who 
are  acquainted  with  the  condition  of  this  church 
and  the  Ilth  Ward  regard  this  appeal  for  aid  ;

“Having  had  peculiarly  favorable  opportunities  to 
become  ^uainted  with  the  affairs  of  the  Eleventh 
Preebyterian  church,  I  can  most  cordially  and  earnestly 
commend  the  appeal  it  now  makes  to  the  favorable  re¬ 
gard  of  our  benevolent  citizens.  The  case  is  certainly 
a  strong  one.  In  a  Ward  of  our  great  and  wealthy  city, 
having  a  population  of  fifty  thousand,  with  evangelical 
church  accommodations  for  only  six  thousand,  tho  only 
Presbyterian  church,  a  church  sound  in  the  faith,  emi¬

PRESBYTERY  OF  CHENANGO. 

The  Presbytery  of  Chenango  met,  pursuant  to 
adjournment,  in  Sherburne,  June  28th,  1853,  at 
2  o’clock  P.M.  and  was  opened  with  a  sermon 
by  Rev.  G.  S.  Raircher,  the  last  Moderator  pre¬ 
sent,  from  Eccl.  5  :  4,  5. 

Rev.  John  B.  Hoyt  was  chosen  Moderator, 
and  Rev.  Henry  Callahan  was  chosen  Clerk. 
A  number  from  other  ecclcsia-stical  bodies  were 
in  attendance,  and  invited  to  sit  as  correspond¬ 
ing  members. 

The  following  resolutions  in  reference  to  the 
action  of  the  General  Assembly  at  Buffalo,  on 
the  church  erection  fund,  were  unanimously 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  wo  hail  with  thanksgiving  to  God  tho 
noblo  rosolution  of  tho  General  Assembly,  in  its  late 
meeting  at  Buffalo,  to  endeavor  to  raise  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  for  church  erection  in  foehle 
parishes  within  our  bounds. 

Resolved,  That  tho  ministers  of  this  Presbytery  bo 
directed  to  preach  on  the  subject  the  Sabhath  specified 
by  the  Assembly,  and  take  a  collection  in  their  congre¬ 
gations  in  aid  of  this  groat  Christian  enterprise. 

The  pastoral  relation  which  has  existed  for 
eight  and  a  half  years  past  between  Rev.  A. 
C.  Tuttle  and  the  church  and  congregation  of 
Sherburne,  was  dissolved  by  his  request. 

Extract  from  the  Narrative  of  the  State  of 
Religion. 

AYhile  as  a  Presbytery  there  are  many  things 
in  our  midst  over  which  we  ought  to  mourn, 
there  are  some  things  that  occasion  joy  and  en¬ 
courage  hope. 

From  the  reports  of  the  churches,  there  is  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  Spirit’s  presence  in  some  of  our 
congregations.  Some  of  our  churches  have  been 
revived,  and  additions  of  members  and  strength 
made  to  them.  A  precious  revival  was  enjoyed 
the  past  winter  by  the  church  in  Triangle,  and 
in  some  few  others,  the  fruit  of  which  has  been 
since  gathered  in  with  rejoicing. 

General  harmony  prevails  within  our  bounds. 
The  stated  ministrations  of  the  gospel  are  en¬ 
joyed  and  apparently  appreciated  by  our  people. 

Sabbath  schools  are  sustained  in  all  our  con¬ 
gregations,  and  continue  to  bless  tho  rising  gen¬ 
eration.  f'nto/')loti.'«1  It,  — r 

many  of  our  schools  with  interest  and  effect. 

Our  churches  are  sound  in  the  faith,  and 
evince  a  growing  interest  in  our‘ standards  of 
doctrine  and  order. 

Contributions  to  the  great  objects  of  benevo¬ 
lence  are  increasing. 

AYhile  the  restless  spirit  of  the  age  and  the 
tide  of  emigration  AYestward  are  making  heavy 
drafts  upon  our  population,  and  diminishing  our 
churches,  threatening  in  some  instances  their 
extinction,  we  are  struggling  to  maintain  our 
ground  and  occupy  and  rebuild  our  waste  places. 
In  some  respects  our  prospects  are  brightening. 
Two  neat  and  commodious  houses  of  worship 
have  been  recently  completed  and  dedicated  to 
the  worship  of  the  great  Jehovah.  Something 
has  been  done  in  the  work  of  church  extension. 

Under  the  direction  of  our  energetic  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Home  Missions,  two  missionaries  have 
been  employed  to  labor  in  the  feeble  churches 
and  destitute  places  within  our  bounds,  on  the 
itinerating  plan,  and  the  result  has  been  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  one  new  church,  and  the  preparing 
of  the  day  for  the  organization  of  another  at  nq 
distant  period.  Several  of  our  feeble  churches 
have  been  strengthened  and  greatly  encouraged, 
and  several  other  destitute  places  of  future  pro¬ 
mise  have  been  occupied  and  occasionally  sup¬ 
plied  with  the  ministry  of  the  word,  by  this 
truly  primitive  plan  of  preaching  the  gospel  in 
the  destitute  places  within  our  bounds.  There 
seems  to  be  no  other  way,  at  present,  of  meeting 
the  demands  of  this  part  of  our  population,  and 
God  seems  to  be  setting  the  seal  of  his  appro¬ 
bation  to  this  work  of  love. 

On  the  whole,  we  feel,  as  a  Presbytery,  that 
while  we  have  much  to  deplore,  we  have  abun¬ 
dant  cause  to  thank  God  and  take  courage.

What  seems  to  me  to  be  wanting,  is  to  keen 
bej^e  the  mind,  the  proper  objects  of  Christian 
taith ;  as  m  the  examples  recorded  in  the  Ilth 
chapter  of  Hebrews,  and  elsewhere,  so  as  really 
and  absolutely  to  control  the  heart  and  life  of 
tho  professed  Christian,  that  he  may  have  the 
evidence  that  h^iaaChristian,  in  the  fact,  that  he 


obeys  Christ  in  that,  ‘  whether  he  eats  or  drinks, 
or  whatever  he  does,  he  does  all  to  the  glory  of 
God.’  Never  forgetting  that  ^Herein  is  my 
Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much  fruit ;  so 
shall  ye  be  my  disciples?  (John  15 :  8.)

DELAWARE  LITERARY  INSTITUTE. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  readers  of  the 
Evangelist  to  know  that  the  cause  of  Education 
in  Delaware  county  is  very  much  on  the  advance. 
The  Delaware  Literary  Institute,  located  in  the 
retired  and  pleasant  town  of  Franklin,  Delaware 
county,  N.  Y.  under  the  able  care  of  Rev.  George 
Kerr,  LL.D.  has  rapidly  risen  during  his  occu¬ 
pancy  of  the  post  to  a  high  state  of  prosperity. 
The  number  of  students  during  the  past  year 
has  been  over  four  hundred.  Stimulated  by  the 
example  of  this,  other  Institutions,  some  on  a 
large  scale,  are  going  up  in  different  parts  of  the 
country  ;  and  the  interest  of  the  people  in  edu¬ 
cation  is  receiving  an  unwonted  impulse.  It 
may  be  proper  to  state  that  while  this  Institute 
is  open  to  all  denominations,  and  is  patronized 
by  all,  it  is  under  the  particular  care  of  the  De¬ 
laware  Presbytery.

Your  committee  attended  the  examination  of

whole  proceedings.  The  examination  was  most 
thorough  and  satisfactory.  Your  committee 
were  throughout  invited  to  select  the  passages 
of  clas-sic  authors  to  be  read,  thus  precluding 
the  possibility  of  unfair  preparation;  and  yet 
there  was  a  promptness  in  the  rendering  that 
could  hardly  have  been  improved,  it  seemed, 
had  they  been  selected  weeks  beforehand.  Your 
committee  were  also  quite  impressed  with  the 
thoroughness  and  efficiency  of  the  mathematical 
departments,  higher  and  lower;  and  so,  too, 
with  that  of  mental  and  moral  philosophy, 
which  receive  their  share  of  attention  in  this  In¬ 
stitution.  Of  the  efficiency  of  the  musical  de¬ 
partment,  and  of  that  of  oil  painting,  we  had 
very  delightful  demonstration  in  the  music, 
with  which  the  whole  examination  was  inter¬ 
spersed,  and  in  the  beautiful  pictures  hung  round 
the  walls  of  the  room  in  which  we  were  assem¬ 
bled.  But  if  we  were  called  upon  to  designate 
the  characteristic  excellence  of  this  Institution, 
we  should  say  promptly  it  is  enthusiasm  c  f  study ; 
and  if  it  were  in  our  way  to  give  our  opinion  of 
its  origin,  we  should  say  it  is  to  be  traced  to  the 
self-sacrificing,  studious,  enthusiastic  energy  of 
the  noble-minded  Principal,  followed  up  by  the 
efforts  of  his  scholarly  and  amiable  assistants. 
Y'our  committee  would  also  call  attention  to  the 
powerful  religious  influence  prevalent  in  the  In¬ 
stitution.  It  is  very  prominently  and  consist¬ 
ently  inculcated  upon  the  students  that  life  is 
for  a  great  end ;  and  that  such  had  got  to  be 
the  impression  of  a  large  share  of  the  young 
men  assembled  there,  your  committee  had  pleas¬ 
ing  evidence  in  the  pieces  spoken  at  the  very 
creditable  exhibition  which  took  place  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  other  exercises. 

On  the  whole,  in  view  of  the  energy  and  en¬ 
terprise  with  which  the  Institution  is  conducted, 
its  rapid  improvement  under  its  present  auspices, 
the  steadiness  and  morality  of  the  church-going 
community  in  which  it  is  located,  the  working 
piety  of  its  teachers,  the  strictness  of  its  disci¬ 
pline,  your  committee  are  of  opinion  that  it  is 
altogether  worthy  of  the  growing  patronage  it 
receives,  and  we  heartily  recommend  it  as  a  most 
excellent  Institution.
